Bicycle Owners 


The law. requires you to 
register your bicycle. The 
District of Columbia City 
Council has passed a regu- 
_lation requiring the manda- 
‘tory registration of bicycles. 
This regulation was adopted 
by the City Council in an 
effort to prevent thefts, 
establish ownership of lost or 
stolen bicycles and promote 
bicycle safety. This regula- 
tion requires that even 
though you may have regis- 
tered your bicycle under the 
Voluntary Registration Pro- 
gram you must re-register 
` your bicycle under the 
Mandatory registration Pro- 
gram. ‘ges 
Arrangements have been 
made to register the majority 
of the bicycle in the District 
of Columbia during a Special 
Seven Week Registration 


Period. After this Special 


Registration Period bicycles 
will be registered at any 
District Police Station or Fire 
Station between 8:00 AM 
and 8:00 PM daily. 

Registration will be con- 
ducted during the period 
from April 29, 1974 through 
June 15, 1974, according to 
the following schedule listed 
below.

On the evening of April 3, 
last month a 1971 Opel swept 
out of the Washington Circle 
underpass, ran a red light and 
Struck two G.W students 
-crossing the intersection at 
25th Street. i 

Both students, they are 
Tsie Ying Chang (and she 
says it “Sue”) and Wilhel- 
-mina Buschmann, were taken 
to George Washington Hos- 
pital with two cases of 
strained leg ligaments, one 
broken shoulder and one 
broken leg. 

Tsie Ying was still hospi- 
talized in early May with 
casts on both legs but radi- 
antly happy over a room full 
of get well cards and many 
other expressions of love 
from friends, especially those 
from second grade pupils in 
“her practice teaching class. 
Said Tsiu, “! never knew | 
had so many friends!” And 
she had just sent the over- 
flow bounty of cookiés, 
candies and cakes home with 

her mother. 
The pupils’ cards had all 
been printed on colorful

The only reportable fact is 
that a “strobe” light will be 
installed in the West bound 
lane to match. the acceler- 
ated “strobe” blinkin’ in the 
East bound lane at 25th 
Street. 

A flashing yellow caution 
warning in the West bound 
underpass and a Yield sign on 
top where the upper level of 
K Street merges, would be 
more helpful. A traffic light is 
not visible until drivers have 
topped the samp out of the 
underpass’ 

Again it is regrettable that 
corrective action comes after 
accidents rather than after 
complaints identifying un- 
safe conditions. In any event, 
though, drivers. should take 


‘note that pedestrians in a 


designated cross walk have 
the right of way, whether - 
their light is green or RED. 
Thé citizens of Foggy Bot- 
tom regret this unfortunate 
accident and send their very 
best wishes to Tsie-Ying and 
Wilhelmina for a speedy 
recovery. .

If you see Scale on your 
neighbor's plants (drawing 
below) .ask him if he knows 
how to destroy them. The 
first step in a three-step cam- 
paign can begin now by -rub- 
bing off and collecting the 
chalk-like bits of scale that 
enclose the eggs of the de- 
structive insects when only a 
few are visible. 

The second step is that of 
removing the most infested 
branches and thinning out 
the heavily branched shrubs 
to allow the penetration of 
the spray which, to be effec- 
tive, must completely cover 
the trunk, branches -and 
twigs. ce 

Spraying with an insecti- 
cide, the most important step 
in the campaign, -begins 
when the insects emerge 
from the Scale in the latter 
part of June. Invisible then, 
but soon’ enlarging to.’ be 
visible, three | successive 
sprayings can destroy them. 
Malathion or Diazinon (Spec- 
tracide) at two teaspoons per 
gallon of water completely 
covering the bark, branches 
and twigs will do it. More 
next month when there. will 
be a drawing of the insect as 
it becomes visible and most 
vulnerable to spray.

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Cam paign Financing—ls ; It Really Public? 


The term 
cing” for campaign expenses 
as Congress is using it is 
really a misnomer. It is “pub- 
lic” only in the sense that the 
fund will originate through 
the use of income taxes paid 
in to the U.S. Treasury for its 
use in operating legitimate 
government programs. When 
those taxes are deployed for 
other purposes, new ones 
have to be levied to refill the 
pot. The only alternate solu- 
tion would be the elimina- 
tion of an established pro- 
gram, perhaps school lunch- 
es. Something has to go. 

Private sector funding will 
serve the nation better Not 
private as it is done now, but 
private in the sense of every 
eligible voter contributing a 
small fee ($2) annually. Such 
a method of financing will 
cost the public far less both 
now and over the years, than 
for the government to take it 
over. With its shameful 


record of cost ‘overruns on 


practically any and all gov- 
ernment contracts, how can 
Congress seriously plan to as- 
sume the payment of cam- 


paign costs? 


The campaign reform bill 


_ passed by the Senate in April 


and now over in the House- 
for consideration is a step in 


the right direction but a far 
‘cry from the reform needed 


to bulldoze away the wreck-- 
age of the 1972 election 
debacle. We owe much to 
the Founding Fathers for be-. 
queathing us a system capa- 
ble of surviving such a brutal 
battering. 

Contrary to comment oth- 
erwise, there is good support 
‘by many Congressmen on 
both sides of The Hill for 
eradicating campaign abus- 
es. The thinking clearly evi- 
denced in both Senate and 
House Election Subcommit- 
tee Hearings, showed that 
the problem was not so much 


what to do about reform, as ` 


how to do it, how to solve 
many questions in an equa- 
ble manner. And the real 
complication there is, that 
the right plan has not yet sur- 
faced. When a sound and 
practical bill does emerge, it 


- will find ready support in the 
_ public realm as well as in 


both Houses. 
However, the public must 


also accept responsibility for 


allowing the electoral system 
to deteriorate to the point 
where the, excesses of 1972 
were possible. By their con- 


-~ signment of politicians to a 


trustworthiness “below used 
car salesmen,” those making 
such a statement equally ad- 
mit to an awareness of con- 
ditions that obviously makes 


__ them an “accessory. after the 


fact.” A forty to forty-eight

percent absentee record at 
the ballot box scarecely justi- 
fies a righteous sense of out- 
rage on the part of citizens; 
their indifference has been 
an open invitation to ever 
present connivers willing to 
compromise principle for the 
sake of promoting ` self- 
interest. ; 

Prime Minister Ali Bhutto 
put it another way on Meet 
the Press last Fall after that 
panel literally badgered him 
into a comment on Water- 
gate. “When you put your 
elected leaders to the test 
you turn the spotlight on 
yourselves.” Behind _ that 
spotlight now, the world is 
waiting to see how well we 
meet this challenge to our 
system. 

For maximum benefit to 


both the government and to- 
-individuals the final 


plan 
must involve directly all 
eligible voters. This is not a 
Utopian concept: Between 
Post Offices accepting and 
forwarding payments, com- 


puters tabulating and- audit--- 


ing the process, the GAO al- 
ready an experienced admin- 


istrator, and a Federal Elec- 


tion Commission to monitor 


it, the system is eminently 


practical. But it does require 
that Congress shall make. :it 
law. ; a 

Mandatory campaign fees 
are as necessary for healthy 


-elections as is the income tax 


to run the government. As 
citizens we have an obliga- 
tion to support the govern- 


‘get. Furthermore,

it should be our equal re- 
sponsibility to provide funds 
for election campaigns and 
free them from unhealthy 
pressures — pressures that will 
continue as long as there is a 
fluctuating scale of contri- 
bution limits. THe ultimate 
system needs to be indepen- 
dent of governmental con- 
trol, inevitable with the U.S. 
Treasury footing the bill. 

When Congress recognizes 
that total voter funding will 
accomplish in fact the goal 
of broad base financing that 
it has repeatedly stressed in 
theory, then perhaps it will 
consider this ultimate of all 
plans. Every eligible voter is 
about as “broad” as you can 
another 
benefit can be’ realized 
through a livelier interest in 
issues and campaigns. When 
anyone lays out a dollar from 
his own pocket for anything, 
his interest rises. 

The voluntary check-off 
plan was hopelessly idealis- 
tic. The Scott-Kennedy-Pell 
bill admitted this by altering 
the “voluntary . deduction” 
condition to an automatic 
one; thereby converting the 


fund, in effect, to a manda- 


tory payment by every tax 
paying citizen, eighty-odd 
million of them. At the same 
time it recognizes a prevail- 
ing unconcern that assures 
them a negligible number of 
“no” box checks that would 


otherwise diminish the bill's ` 


automatic accrual. This leg- 
islation would also have the 


~- lected funds (up to a limit) 
-and then reach deeper into 


“the pot to ante up whatever | 


additional money is con- 
‘sidered vital to. all cam- 
paigns. (And who makes that 
decision?) “Additional” funds 


from the U.S. Treasury does’ 


not bear thinking about. 
Nor does the equally im- 
practical Post-Card Registra- 
_ tion bill recently sent over to 
the House. Its origin was 
sincere enough - but © for 
Congress to seriously con- 
sider it must be their all-time 
demonstration of the rites of 
Spring. The impossible spec- 
tre of misplaced, lost, strayed 
post cards; or outright elimi- 
nation of entire districts 
boggles the mind. Cards 
slipping down cracks, off 
desks into wastebaskets or 
flying out open windows on a 
gusty day envisions, at the 
least, challenged and out- 
raged citizens and possible 
national mayhem. When 
every citizen personally turns 
in his U.S. Election Fund 
certificate at his local polling 
place, he presents at the 
same time his photo identity 
card with his social security 
number listed on it...end of 


false registrations of people, 
empty buildings, empty lots, 
and cemeteries. Stee 
We are a wounded nation, 
clearly evidenced in: public 
response to roving TV report- 
ers. But wounds heal and we 
can find that this experience; 
although rough, was a purify 
ing one. For one thing, the 
public is far more know- 
ledgable about government 
operation. 


To retain this awareness. 
and keep it growing Congress ` 


must prove itself capable of 
formulating a sound and 
practical new system of fi- 
nancing. None of the seven- 
ty-odd reform bills mush- 
rooming now in both Houses 
offer much comfort. They 
fluctuate almost hysterically 
from a 1% cents to 5 cents, 
to 10 cents to 15 cents, to 25 
cents individual spending 
limit; from a $10 to $50, to 
$2500, to $25,000 contri- 
bution limit, some for Presi- 
dential campaigns only, and 
some to include Congres- 
sional races. Their only point 
of common agreement is the 
establishment of a Federal 
Election Commission.
